(Florida Skip printed an item 
about Antenna Insurance in the 
June issue, Vol. 14, No. 1 on 
page 4. We would like everyone 
to read the following and pass it 
on to your friends. Editors, 
please print the item below as a 
follow-up if you used the June 
article. The letter below is from 
Mr. Ray H. Bowen, Agency, 
Manager for State Farm In- 
surance in Miami Springs. 
Editor) 

When I was interviewed by 
reporter WA4ABY, I told him 
that I did not have a policy 
immediately available but my 
opinion was that antenna was 
not covered, but asked him not 
to quote that until I could obtain 
a policy for review or an agent 
could confirm from a policy. 
Reporter checked with an agent 
who could not confirm, and 
advised reporter to wait until 
we could definitely confirm. I 
was surprised to read article 
quoting me. 

Actually, antennas’ are 
covered by the State Farm 
Homeowners policy and you 
may quote me. Attached to the 
building they are covered as 
part of the dwelling and when 
not attached to the building, 
they are covered as ap- 
purtenant structures. Antennas 
are subject to the deductible 
clauses in the policy, including 
windstorm deductible. Most 
policies have $100.00 windstorm 
deductible and may have larger 
deductible, such as $250.00 etc., 
if desired by the insured to 
reduce premium. 

Please see that your readers 
are advised of the inaccuracy of 
this June, 1970 article. I’m sure 
this will be good news for most 
of them.

To be eligible for the award, 
applicants must have com- 
pleted at least one year in an 
accredited college or university 
and must be enrolled in a course 
of studies leading to a degree. 
They must also be radio 
amateurs holding a valid FCC 
license of at least a general 
class level. All things being 
substantially equal, preference 
will be shown to applicants from 
the area served by the Foun- 


dation — the District of 
Columbia, Maryland and 
Northern Virginia; however, 


applicants wherever resident 
are eligible.

HURRICANE NOTES 


Weare deep into the Hurricane season and it is time to review our 
FLORIDA Condition Alert System. 

FLORIDA “‘CONDITION ALERT” SYSTEM 

Should it become apparent that, a communications emergency 
situation may arise the following is a guideline of operations. 

Should a disaster occur in any area in W. Fla., the S.E.C., a 
WFPN NCS or anyone qualified should activate the WFPN on 3.957 
KHz. or 3940 in the Eastern Section. 

If possible obtain a list of names of injured or involved personnel 
in your area. Also a mapped section in the area that received heavy 
damage. 

This list may usually be obtained from your C.D. Director, Red 
Cross disaster chairman, or local hospital. Thus when a request on 
personnal welfare comes in check against your list, and usually a 
reply may be given at once. C.D. and Red Cross type traffic must 
be handled FIRST. 

Condition One will automatically be dropped when the ‘“‘tornado 
alert etc.’’ is lifted by the weather bureau. 

DEFINITIONS OF CONDITIONS 

As established only by the S.E.C. of W. Fla. and E. Fla. or ap- 
pointed rep. 

CONDITION ONE — No communications emergency actually 
exists but there is the distinct possibility that one might develop. 
All ARPSC members should monitor TV and BC radio weather 
reports and news and, as much as possible listen on their favorite 
Florida ARPSC net frequencies so as to be available quickly in the 
event an emergency develops. 

It is quite possible that official agencies such as the Weather 
Bureau, Civil Defense and Red Cross may be active in preparing 
for the emergency and will be offering radio traffic in connection 
with this activity. The SEC or the Net Manager may place any net 
in any degree of directed operation he wishes in order to handle 
whatever traffic might be offered. All this can be done in Condition 
One. 

CONDITION TWO — An actual communications emergency of 
some sort has developed which is large enough to require the 
services of an activated net or more. The bulletin establishing 
Condition Two should also designate which net or nets are to be 
activated and which Key Cities. (The purpose of activating a Key 
City is to insure that it will always have a station present on the 
activated nets.) Later bulletins may activate additional nets and 
Key Cities without changing the condition of alert. 

CONDITION THREE — A major communications emergency 
exists and FCC has either declared an emergency or is supervising 
an informal emergency. Only extreme condition but used if 
necessary. 

CONDITION FOUR — The actual communications emergency 
has passed, even though there may be a good deal of traffic still 
being offered and handled. Net Managers are authorized to reduce 
operating hours or to close down or restrict net operations as they 
see fit in accordance with traffic loads.

NEW MINIQUAD 

This Miniquad antenna is the up-to-date development resulting 
from my experiments with Quads since around 1936, so it does have 
a history. The main discovery over an ordinary orthodox Quad is 
when I discovered it would be kept electrically symmetrical as well 
as mechanically symmetrical by making it slightly under size then 
load it by adding the ‘A’ sections at the voltage nodes as shown in 
the drawing. 

As you can see a Quad is two half waves out of phase, so they will 
alternately use the added ‘A’ sections which can also be used to 
tune it to the 21 mc band frequency desired. 

This discovery only aroused my curiosity as to how far the idea 
could be utilized. Therefore after tuning into the 21 mc band I added 
the 21 mc traps and proceeded to load it to the 14 mc band as shown. 
Space was limited here so it had to be loaded again with coils as 
shown. Actually the added 14 mc section following the traps are a 
pretty good copy of a war whip jntenna, section ‘B’ being it’s tuning 
section. 

The 21 mc traps were made by winding 7 turns of No. 12 enameled 
antenna wire around some surplus Hi voltage Cornell-Dubelier 
molded mica capacitors (56 pf) found in the junk box, and grid 
dipped to 21.35 mc. The loading coils were made by winding 26 turns 
of No. 26 nylon covered wire over 242 x % inch Johnson porcelain 
stand off insulators. (threaded on each end 8x32). The mica 
capacitors have threaded brass inserts for terminals. 

The antenna wire used is No. 16 copper clad steel obtained only 
from Montgomery-Ward farm catalog, known as fence charter 
wire. Don’t let the small size worry you as it will carry over 3 amps, 
besides the smaller the wire you use in an antenna the higher the 
‘Q’ — (surprised?) ask any antenna expert. 

As to results, the field strength meter and stations worked show 
the same power output as the full sized Quads. I have worked all 
continents with this antenna, driving it with only a TR 3 and have 
since abandoned the full sized Quads.

Hurricane season is well upon 
us, but so far luck has been with 
us. Don’t let that generator get 
rusty after using it on Field 
Day, but use it once in awhile so 
it will be ready when needed. 
Keep a few gallons of gas on 
hand, also. Gasoline doesn’t 
keep too long, as many of you 
know, so use it in your car after 
a few months, and fill up the 
emergency can with fresh gas. 

If you have reliable 
emergency power the other 
weak point in most amateur 
stations is the antenna. Most 
antenna systems are just not 
built to take 100 MPH winds and 


survive. Trap dipoles are 
usually only rated to 80 MPH, 
assuming that whatever holds 
them up is rated equally. 
Probably the stoutest type of 
dipole would be an inverted vee 
made of number 10, or larger, 
copperweld wire, using a good 
solid telephone pole for the 
center support. Such an antenna 
could be fed with coax line run 
underground and a balun, and 
should do a good job. 

On VHF it should be possible 
to home brew a pretty strong 2 
meter ground plane antenna, or 
even a small beam, using solid 
rods for elements instead of

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SOLID STATUS

Part3 — Unbiased Biasing 

This month we get into the real ‘‘nitty-gritty’”’; biasing. This is the 
part where many hams might want to turn the page and read the 
HAMBARS or something. But hang on, fellas, it’s not really too 
bad. All that you have to remember is three things: 1) The base- 
emitter voltage drop is roughly 0.3 volts for germanium and 0.6 
volts for silicon; 2) Collector current (Ic) equals base current (Ib) 
times beta; and 3) Ohm’s Law=E=IxR. 

Rather than giving a lot of formulas, let us assume that we have 
an NPN silicon transistor with a beta of 100 that we would like to 
bias so that the collector-to-emitter voltage (Vce) is 5 volts and the 
collector current (Ic) is 10 mils. (Notice that collector voltages en 
currents normally determine how the transistor is to be biased). 
We have a 10 volt power supply. G OL LECTOR Bi AS 

The three fundamental biasing circuits are shown in the figure. . 

Most other biasing techniques are variations of these three. They ” . 
are fixed, collector, and stabilized bias. There are some formulas " 

on the figure, but don’t let them confuse you. They are merely in- Ve 

cluded to help you remember some of the relationships that can be 


deduced with common sense. Lear 
The fixed bias circuit is very easy and straightforward. If we Rd cE 

have a 10 volt supply and want 5 volts on the collector, then Re has 

to drop 5 volts at 10 ma. Ohm’s law tells us that R = EI, or 500 oh- +\ 

ms. Base current is simply Ic divided by beta, or 10 ma+100 = 0.1: Neg 


ma. Remembering the 0.6 volts from base to emitter, Rb must drop 
9.4 volts at 0.1 ma if we have Vb = 10 volts. Rb is then 94 K.

STABILIZED’ BIAS 


Now, that wasn’t too bad. However, a typical transistor type may 
have beta varying from 10 to 200 from transistor to transistor. Beta 
will also change when a transistor heats up. Both these conditions 
would cause our bias results to deviate far from 5 volts and 10 ma. 
Worse yet, as the transistor heats up, it tends to draw more current, 
which of course heats it up some more and the transistor keeps 
heating and drawing current until it burns up. This situation is 
called ‘‘thermal runaway’’, and really makes the fixed bias circuit 
undesirable. 

The collector bias circuit is much more stable. Let’s see why. If 
the transistor were to start drawing excess current, more current 
would flow through Re, increasing its voltage drop. Since Re would 
drop more voltage, Vce would become smaller. But since base 
current depends on Vce, due to Rb being tied to the collector, base 
current will also be less. The reduced base current will tend to 
reduce collector current, since the two are related by beta. 
However, this is just what we wanted. A ‘‘negative feedback”’ has 
occurred wherein if collector current starts to increase, the circuit 
will try to correct the situation. 

Solving the circuit for our example, we can assume that Ic is still 
10 ma, since the 10.1 ma that actually flows is pretty close to 10. Re 
is thus still 500 ohms. Rb must now drop 4.4 volts at 0.1 ma so that 
0.6 volts will appear on the base. Rb is thus 44 K. 

The stabilized bias circuit is a further improvement over the 
collector bias circuit, It will be covered in the next article. 
Meanwhile, try to guess why it works. ~
